It is by no means clear why this 


uclent landmark should be known as 
Huntly House. The examinations of 
tie title and feu charters Incidental to 
the purchase may, bow ever, reveal in- 
wresting evidence of a connection with 
the ancient Scottish Una of Huntly. 
Doctor Chambers, m his "Tradition of 
Edinburgh," calls it "Tne Speaking 
House." .Round this title he weaves an 
imusing fantcsj. Here, In part, is his 
explanation for the name: 


The house was built In that time of 


crisis in Scottish national history, 15TO, 
tbe year of the assassination of the 
earl of Moray (The Good Regent). So 
rich a mansion seemed to the common 
people out of keeping with the. state 
of the times and Its erection, was said 
to have caused expressions of public 
Btirprise. 
To answer popular criti- 


cisms the owner had a decorative stone 
panel inscribed in Latin and inserted 
n the face of the building. Translated 
tlie Inscription reads, "I am the happy 
man today. 
Tour turn may come to- 


morrow; then why should you repine? 


15TO " 


Apparently 
the criticism did not 


diminish, for ai the building proceeded 
i second tablet appeared, sajing, "As 
ttiou of thy tongue, so I of my ears, am 
lord." 


Farther along the building another 


panel In gilded lettering informs us 
that "To the expectant heart the con- 


cerm* of mortal* are merely a shadow." 


Since the builder hat amused us to 


much with the hittory of hit feelings 
during Itt erection. It It a great pity, 
continues Doctor' Chambers, that we 
ahould not know who he rat. 


Nothing elte It known of the early 


history of Huntly House beyond tbe 
fact that tho Cannongate magistrates 
granted a charter for It in September. 
1647, to the Incorporation of Hammer- 
men. 
It wat, howerer, occupied in 


1753 by no less than the dowager 
duchete of Gordon,

write. These first bells were vessels 
of clay, which gare off a pleasing res- 
onance when struck! Aboriginal peo- 
ple used bells as ornaments. 


Moses, Isaiah and the prophet Zacba- 


riah mention the uae of bells as'anklets 
on the feet of women, on yokes for 
horses, and In temples."" The Greeks 
decked their triumphal chariots with 
belts. The Romans used them to call- 
the citiiens to temple and forum 
Paullnus of Nola, an Italian bishop, 
first used bells In Christian worship. 


About 400 A. D. shortly after the 


time of Paullnus, church towers be 
caine general In Europe

dred/years later a papal hull specified 
that every church should hare a bell 
The curfew bell, the jmgelus bell and 
the pawing bell are part of bell prac-

RECLASSIFICATIOX LAW 


Demand Professional Status on Par 


With Doctors and I>awyers. 


(Contributed.) 


During the closing day of the last 


congress a bill was passed and be- 
came a law, called the Reclassifica- 
tion Bill. 


This bill calls for the reclassifica- 


tion of government employes. 


A committee was appointed at that 


time to make allocations and present 
them for approval at the present con- 
gress. 


This personnel classification board 


has placed government nurses in a 
sub-professional class. 


The nurses demand full profession- 


al status on a par with the medical 
and legal professions. 


If this ruling is adopted it will im- 


peril tho adequate care o£ disabled 
war veterans, as well as civil and mil- 
itary hospitals through the demorali- 
zation of the public nursing service. 


A shortage of nurses now exists 


which will be accentuated if the work 
is robbed of professional «tatus and it 
will not only drive out. the present 
personnel and 
discourage recruits 


from entering but will demoralize the 
civilian schools for nurses. 


This view is shared by Surgeon 


General Cnmmings, who has written 
the board that the ruling is a serious 
error in judgment. 
" 


A letter from Surgeon General Ire- 


land urges the board to reconsider its 
action and recites that tho subject is 
not only a matter of justice, but of 
general public health if anything is 
allowed to interfere with the public 
nursing service. 


A nwemcnt to defeat this ruling 


has been launched. 


The American Nurses Association, 


The American Hospital Association 
and the National Federation of Fed- 
eral Employees will share in the 
movement. 


Surgeons Generals M. W. Ireland, 


of the Army, If. A. Stitt, of the Na^y 
and Hugh S. Gumming of the public 
health service are backing the nurses.

Edna Chamberlain, pretty and. in 


love with the joy of, life, was ever at 
odds with her stepfather and the 
austere regime of his household. He 
taught his followers that pleasure was 
sinful and ordered his home accord- 
Ing to his teachings. To Edna he waa 
a heartless old man, who stood be- 
tween her and the joy of life. 


She conceived a deep hatred, and 


her one hope continued to be for 
liberty. Her companions in school told 
her of a way to freedom, and she em- 
ployed It. She appealed to her sister 
to support her and to an adopted 
daughter of Chamberlain and his sec- 
ond wife. These girls also had chafed 
against the restraint of Chamberlain's 
iron rule and listened to Edna's pleas. 


One day the entire community waa 


•hocked by the arrest of Chamberlain 
on a charge preferred by Edna, who 
had obtained the ear of the prosecut- 
ing authorities, and had-secretly been 
brought before the grand jury. Cham- 
berlain was dumbfounded. His de- 
fense was a pitiful refusal to submit 
the case to Judgment.

Every 
one was fond of him and he was the 
family favorite, particularly with hl» 
wealthy uncle, Edward Hanley of 106 
Douglas street.

Murray, her 


brother kept a store in which be sold 
plumbing fixtures and made a good 
living. 
Then, suddenly, he realized 


that he had passed thirty and was in 
a fair way to spend the rest of his 
days prosaically selling faucets across 
a counter. The life palled on him and i 
he quit to seek high adventure out- ' 
side the 
four walls of a. Brooklyn 
i 


plumbing shop. 


I-Io vrote occasionally, at first, his I 


letters bearing all sorts of strange ' 
postmarks. 
Then his family did not I 


hear from him for years and his uncle 
died, leaving his money to the other 
relatives. It was his wish, however, 
that his 'nepliew should have a third 
of the estate if he ever came home. 


Recently Mrs. Murray received a 


letter from Fox, which said that he 
was poverty-stricken, ill and just man- 
aging to eke out a bare existence by 
doing odd Jobs for a charitable farmer 
In Cuero, Tex. 
She wired him money 


and told him to come back, sssuring 
him that he would have ample means 
for the rest of his life. He replied 
that he would be home soon. 


His sister was ill ready to receive 


him, but, instead, she got a telegram 
from the authorities In Lufkln, tell- 
ing her that Fox had been killed 
while "riding the rods" of a Texas 
freight train.

If you have a M( orchard and a lot of 
pruning, it would be a good Idea to get 
busy mighty quick, because It will take 
you a month t* 'prune a ten-acre 
orchard, even If you work hard, and 
long hours, unless you have made prun- 
ing a regular thing and little or no 
pruning Is necessary now. 


If you have a comparatively small 


orchard, a hundred or two hundred 
trees, th« need for immediate action is 
less pressing. And If-you have only a 
home orchard of a few trees, pmne 
them just before the sap rkes In the 
sprln?. This will be at different times 
In different sections, but anyway this 
Is the best time of all from the trees' 
standpoint. The wounds made In i*tm- 
Ing at this time begin healing Immedi- 
ately, while those made earlier, per- 
haps In December or January, have 
been dried out by the cold dry winter 
winds, and such wounds do not begin 
healing for possibly several weeks. 


But no matter when TOU prune, re- 


member that the "how" Is much more 
important than the "when." Do not 
leave a stub. Take off the limb which 
must be removed with a sharp saw or' 
shears, close to the remaining branch, 
and make the wound smooth and 
clean. 
Wounds larger than three- 


fourths to one Inch In diameter ought 
to'be painted, and nothing is better for 
this purpose than pure white lead and 
raw linseed oil paint. Be sure thef lin- 
seed oil Is raw. A lot of orchardists 
have found it an excellent idea to mix 
with each pint of paint one ounce of 
powdered corrosive sublimate as a dis- 
infectant 
But In any case don't 


leave stubs. A stub simply will not 
heal; pretty soon the wood begins to 
decay, the decay enters the remaining 
branch through the stub, and eats 
away the heart wood, and then the first 
stiff wind tears that branch off. Make 
the wound smooth and shortly the tree 
will heal it over and cover it with 
bark, the very best of protection.

Vanderlyn Council, No. 41, Daugh- 


ters of America, will hold its regular 


Combat Fruit Pests in 


Fall and Winter Months 


In order to Increase the production 


of fruit It Is essential that fruit grow- 
ers wage a continuous fight on or> -| 
chard pests. Some of the most -val- 
uable control work can be nccom- 
plished during the fall and winter 
months. Certain destructive insects 
are held in check only by spraying 
during the dormant period of trees, 
when stronger washes may be used 
than when the trees are In foliage. 
Many insects spend the winter on the 
tree In the egg, larva, or pupal stage, 
and their destruction in the course 
of pruning and other orchard work Is 
practicable and Is of much Importance 
In keeping them reduced. Certain 
fungous and bacterial diseases, par-v<1 
ticnlarlv pear blight and apple canker, \1 
are,best worked upon at this time. 


Practically all of the orchard icale 


insects can be successfully controlled 
by spraying the trees after the foliage 
lias dropped. This work may be done 
either in the fall or during th» winter 
when the temperature Is above freez- 
ing and in the spring before the buds 
come out. During these periods a 
strong solution of llme-sulpbur is used 
by a great many orchardlsts In con- 
trolling San Jose scale and ai»ny oth- 
er serious scale pests.' 


Other scale Insect pests, such as ths 


cherry scale, oyster-shell seals, etc., 
can usually be held in check by the 
dormant spray with lime-sulphur wash.

Problems Face Engineer 


in Spending Road Money 


• Two distinct problems confront th« 
highway engineer 'who must 
spend 


highway revenues In the beht interest 
of the taxpayer. 


One, to salvage the old pavements 


with a view to utilizing as large a 
proportion of the original Investment 
as possible; and, second, to construct 
new pavements at the most reasonable 
cost consistent with service and du- 
rability. There arc In the United States 
nearly 400,000 miles of hard-surfaced 
highways, and of this total at' least 
100,000 mil** consist of water-bound 
macadam pavements. It Is little short 
of an economic crime to dig up these 
eld njacadam pavements and replace 
them with an entirely new pavement, 
thus Ignoring the excellent foundation 
value of the old macadam. The ma- 
terial in these old pikes 1ms been com- 
pacted under years of traffic to a de- 
gree of stability which could hardly 
be approached by entirely new con- 
struction. During the process of com- 
pacting the weak places, both in the 
subgrade nnd in the pavement, will 
have been shown up -so that repair 
and replacement'can be intelligently 
conducted without sacrifice of those 
portions of the old pavement which 
ere in good condition. 
When it is 


considered that the stone or gravel 
constitute by far the heaviest portion 
of a pavement, the saving In the cost 
of quarrying, transporting and placing 
this great muss of material becomes 
an Item well worth while. For con- 
serving these old macadam pavements 
an asphaltic wearirg course is ideal. 


The second problem, thst of provid- 


ing new pavements, Involves the con- 
sideration of a very wide range of 
highway method and design. 
A few 


years back the so-called city types of 
pavement were regarded as beyond 
the rtach of tlie country road builder 
because of their jcreat cost. That wn« 
in tlie days when n ?5,000 to ?10,000 
per mile outlay was regarded ns quite 
liberal. Today the county highway 
which costs less than ?30,000 per mile 
is 
<> -i'Cr regarded as a shining 
el- 


ample of extreme economy or is rele- 
gated to the ranks of the "cheaper 
types." 
Now when we go into cost 


Ie\els such as these we an> scarcely 
nbrc-ast of the cltj paving types and 
it is entirely practicable for the farmer 
to drive 
from tlie market to' town 


on a Fifth avenue or Broad htreet 
type of pavement and pay no rnoro 
for it than he is now paying for other 
types of country roads. As a matter 
nf fact, the famdus Lackawanna trail 
is mostly composed of sheet asphalt 
on a portland cement base and com- 
pares favorably with the best pave- 
ments in the best cities. 
Few stato 


highway engineers have had any ex- 
perience with city paving, aa curiously 
enough there have been very few city 
engineers who hnve been p'.sK-td at 
the head of state highway depart- 
ments.
